Crete C.-in.C. Alive 
With His Troops 


FREYBERG 
LIE 
SCOTCHED 


ENERAL FREYBERG, 
C5 Commander of the 

Allied forces in Crete, 
is alive and with his troops, 
announced the War Office 
yesterday, with reference 
to the German statement 
alleging the General's 


death. 

No definite indication about 
the fighting in Crete was avail- 
able in London yesterday. 

It was, however, pointed out that 
whatever might be the outcome, 
the British had justified themselves 
in Crete, first, by the enormous 
destruction of German highly 
trained personnel and specialised 
material, and, secondly, by the fact 
that our resistance there had 
enabled us to clear up potentially 
dangerous situations elsewhere. 

Italian troops, according to yes- 
terday’s communiqué from Rome, 
continued their movements in 
Crete, in order to reach objectives 
assigned to them in co-operation 
with German forces, 

The German communique 
claimed that German troops were 
continuing the pursuit of the 
beaten enemy and had joined up 
with the German parachute troops 
at Heraklion (Candia). 

“The junction with the Italian 
forces who are advancing from the 
east is,” added the communiqué, 
“only a question of a short time. 

“Particularly effective air raids 
were carried out on harbours along 
the south coast, which the rest of 
the British forces are attempting 
to flee.” 

The official German News 
Agency claimed that Nazi Alpine 
troops had broken the resistance 
of the British forces at Retimo, 
after hard fighting, and that 1,500 
British and Greek troops were 
taken prisoner and a large amount 
of booty captured. 

The position was described by 
Mr. P. C. Spender, Australian 
Minister for the Army: yesterday 
as “ desperate.” 

“The Imperial troops are fight- 
ing desperately and have inflicted 
great losses on the Germans,” he 
said; “but the next few days are 
anxious ones indeed.”

in the U.S.A. should be made im- 
possible by political developments. 
Rieth brought insolence and ex- 
perience to the task. qualities 
which he displayed when I first 
saw him in Vienna. 


MAN WHO 
LAUGHED 


He was Nazi Ambassador in 
Austria in the years when Nazi 
rowdies from across the border 
came into the country to stir up 
trouble, to explode bombs, to fire 
buildings and corrupt Austria's 
public life. 

Dr. Rieth supplied them with 
money, he procured the explosives 
with which they destroyed bridges, 
the guns and revolvers with which 
they shot at harmless Austria. 

Rieth provided the wreckers 
with false passports for escape or 
false alibis if they had been caught 
by the police ` 

The culmination of his efforts 
was the big Nazi revolt during 
which Chancellor Dollfuss was 
killed. We were standing in front 
of the Vienna Chancellery which 
the Nazi rebels had occupied. In- 
side they had murdered Dollfuss 

When the rebels’ position be- 
came hopeless and police and 
troops threatened to storm the 
building, the Nazi criminals ap- 
pealed to the only friend they had 
in Austria, It was Dr. Rieth. 

He arrived quickly. We told him 
what had happened. Though he 
had known. well enough in 
advance, he mut- 
tered: “Crazy 
business,” and 
laughed cynically 

That was too 
much for some of 
us Rieth only 
just escaped being 
beaten up. Police 
rescued him in 

the nick of time 

After the failure 
of the revolt, Hitler 
withdrew him 
from his post in 
Vienna. He had done little since 
until selected for the U.S.A. job. 

Up to a few months ago smart 
night haunts in Hollywood and 
fashionable clubs in Los Angeles 
had no more regular visitor than 
a tall dark-haired German. His 
upright figure was obviously more 
suited to an officer's uniform 
than to the swanky £20 suits he 
was wearing 

This man was Captain Fritz 
Wiedemann, Nazi Consul-General 
in San Francisco, Hitler's closest 
friend and former A.D.C. In the 
last war Wiedemann was captain 
of the company in which Hitler 
served as a corporal. 

He does not show himself in 


public any more. Wherever 
Wiedemann goes now he meets 
unfriendly faces, suspicious 


glances. Even the waiters whom 
he used to tip lavishly avoid the 
table which he chooses 

America today knows that 
Wiedemann is the most cunning, 
most dangerous spy in Hitler's 
service 

Wiedemann is the leader of the 
gang of criminals and saboteurs 
whom the Nazis have sent to the 


Western Hemisphere. to the 
United States and to South 
America. Their task is to under- 
mine ‘American will to ward off 
the Nazi onslaught when it 
comes 
LONELY 
Wiedemann fits well in with 


the picture which I have drawn 
of the Nazi rogues in Europe. I 
have followed his trail for many 
years 

It is hardly three years since 
Wiedemann went to America. He 
is extremely cunning and for 
years has tried to build up a 
reputation for honesty and 
straightforwardness. It has car- 
ried him far 

Nobody was allowed to know 
that Wiedemann, who had retired 
to his little farm after the last 
war. Was broke and bankrupt 
Secretly he appealed to Hitler to 
help him. But Hitler is not likely 
to help anybody except for a 
price. 

He explained to Wiedemann 
that he was lonely, that he could 
not trust his friends. that he 
wanted a dependable man con- 
stantly at his side 

Wiedemann accepted the ofter 
to become Hitler's A.D.C.. and 
soon he had grea: influence on his 
former corporal. who. as Nazi 
Fuehrer. sent him on confidential 
errands all over Europe 

For a few hundred thousand 
marks Wiedemann became 


Hitler’s obedient servant. Yet he 
posed as an independent en- 
thusiast for eternal peace. He 
always talked peace, and casualiy 
mentioned Hitler’s price. Wiede- 
mann came to London, went to 
Paris. He conquered Czecho- 
slovakia for the Nazis, 

Before he took on his biggest 
job, Nazi propaganda carefully 
prepared the ground. Rumours 
were skilfully circulated which 
spoke about quarrels between 
Hitler and Wiedemann. Hitler, 
the rumour had it, wanted to dis- 
card his friend. That is why he 
would simply be whisked off to 
Los Angeles. 


BEHIND 
THE MASK 


It was a sort of paid holiday. 
Let him enjoy himself among the 
beauties of Hollywood! 

The truth was that Wiede- 
mann's mission was—and still is 
—one of the most important tasks 
in Nazi diplomacy. Hitler ex-

ROOSEVELT’S 
HISTORIC SPEECH 


T is the spirit that imbues the 

ordinary people of Britain 
that caused, last week, the 
utterance by President Roose- 
velt of a determination to back 
us that will be written down in 
the history books as one of the 
most memorable speeches ever 
made by mortal man 

It put into words an inflexi- 
bility of purpose that will yet 
determine the future of the 
world 

It extended the Monroe Doc- 
trine—and Roosevelt was speak- 
ing in the presence of represen- 
tatives of all the South Ameri- 
can Republics—as far as Dakar 
the Azores and the Cape Verde 
Islands 

It pronounced that the free- 
dom of the seas was essential 
to the life of democracy every-

Whaling fishermen yawed her} 
off the shoal next day into deeper 
water. The pilot found he had a 
take-off area of only 400 yards.

So, from now on (June I, 1941) 
you will have to present coupons to 
buy clothing, cloth, footwear and 
knitting wool. At present the coupons 
to be used are the Margarine Coupons 
in your Food Ration Book. (You don’t 
need these for margarine, and it is a 
great saving of paper to use this page 
for the clothing ration.)
